Race Track: — Upon the formal demand of B. J. 
Johnson and Jockey James Irving, the judges 
of the Sheffield track have had under considera- 
tion the so-called “Evanatus Case,’’ in which 
Mr. A. J. Levy, a bookmaker, charged through 
a daily newspaper that on May 9, Irving “pulled” 
Evanatus so as to be left at the post intention- 
ally ; that the race was a crooked one thereby, 
and in effect that the judges must be parties in 
interest unless Irving be punished for his alleged 
wrong doing. The investigation has been thor- 
ough except that Mr. Levy has refused to tes- 
tify or to offer his testimony through any chan- 
nel selected by himself. This, in spite of the 
fact that the judges urged upon him several 
times the importance and seriousness of the 
matter, and extended to him every reasonable 
proposition by which he might substantiate his 
charges, Mr. Levy’s replies were evasive and in- 
sulting and their tone was affiirmative of 
the charges he originally caused to be pub- 
lished. The testimony in the case is sworn to 
by those interested who appeared in person. 
Mr. Levy’s bookmaking partner on the day of 
the race in question swore to his personal con- 
viction that Evanatus was “pulled” but pre- 
sented facts of no kind tending to substantiate 
his opinion. On the contrary he testifiad to 
having sent to the post by the advice of Mr. 
Levy and because of his intuition that some- 
thing wrong was about to occur, a trusted man 
with instructions to watch Evanatus and Irving 
and that the latter, if called upon to testify, 
would swear that the boy deliberately pulled 
the horse’s head aside. Upon examination by 
the judges, the man who watched the start in 
Mr. Levy’s interests, swore that he did not 
think from what he saw that Irving 
“pulled” the horse on purpose but see- 
ing he was left, he hesitated momen- 
tarily whether to gallop after the field 
or not. He swore positively that he told no- 
body that Irving “ pulled” the horse criminally. 
The statement of the trusted watcher at least 
offsets that of the bookmaker, both being given 
under oath. In all the mass of testimony, 
nothing can be gleaned to point to the conclus- 
ion that Evanatus was intentionally left at the 
post or given a bad start through Irving’s work, 
but on the other hand, the evidence shows that 
Irving had never been under the judicial ban, 
and that Evanatus always has been more than 
bad as a starter and has in numerous races 
caused his different owners heavy losses and 
trouble by reason of his unusual temper and 
sulking disposition. Notable testimony is that 
by Mr. Byron McClelland, who shows that he 
sold Evanatus to Hankins & Johnson for half 
his value and in 1893 he narrowly escaped 
trouble at Monmouth Park, both because of the 
horses ungovernable action. The judges also 
learned that Mr. Johnson was in the habit of 
placing money in country poolrooms by cipher 
messeges. Upon demand he handed over 
his cipher key and the telegraph company 
offered the original messages. These showed 
that Johnson backed Evanatus to win the 
race in question and other races before and 
after in which that horse took part. 
It is also shown that Irving had backed Evan- 
atus for the race under investigation. The testi- 
mony throughout is not only wholly at variance 
with Mr. Levy’s charges but the latter's subse- 
quent words and action are contributory proof 
that his charges are made without basis on 
facts. Mr, Levy must have known that if he 
suspected fraud before the race the right was 



unfair manner adopted by Mr. Levy, the judges 
feel that he made the charges in heat of pas- 
sion. Consideration of this circumstance had 
its effect on the judges in reaching a decision. 
In according with the rules of racing, it is 
ordered that Mr. A. J. Levy be denied the priv- 
ilege of the track during the season of 1896, and 
for such further time until he shall retract his 
charges.

GOOD RACING AT LAKESIDE. 



Ella T’s win in the 2-year-old race at Lakeside 
yesterday hadn’t as good a look as it might 
have had. Her recent performances were out 
of joint with it. In two starts before she had 
run miserably and never showed herself to be of 
any account. At Louisville on May 13 she was 
only beaten a head by Princess Teck in the fast 
time of 50 seconds, Ella T carrying 104 and the 
winner 105 pounds. In consequence of this in 
her two first starts at Lakeside, she was well 
played by the public and ran nowhere. Yester- 
day the filly’s price opened at 5 and went to 8 to 
1. She won in a galop in the record time for the 
track of 49, with 101 pounds up. Everett has 
ridden her in her three races, and after winning 
yesterday, the judges suspended him indefinite- 
ly, presumably on the supposition that the boy 
had handled the filly in an elastic way. Nannie 
D in the same stable ran a disgraceful race on 
Tuesday. Punishing jockeys alone will not stop 
fraud. 

The weather was fine, though there was a 
strong wind blowing and the track was fast. The 
attendance was good, but the books again had 
the best of it, as only two favorites, Virgie Dix- 
on in the handicap, and The Rook in the last 
race, were successful. Pearson was the out- 
sider of the party, capturing the seven furlongs 
at 20 to 1. 

The principal event was -a handicap at three- 
quarters of a mile, Virgie Dixon was the favor- 
ite, with Laura F and Doctor G well backed. 
Off third, Virgie Dixon as usual went to the 
front and opened up a big gap, Laura F run- 
ning second, while Laura Cotta got off last five 
lengths to the bad. The favorite led into the 
stretch by four Lengths, and managed to hold on 
to the end, winning by half a length from Laura 
F. Laura Cotta who was sixth in the stretch, 
showed a remarkable burst of speed, and was 
only beaten a short head for third place. 

Cunarder was favorite in the opening event 
with Queen Faustus and Dr Parke next in de- 
mand. Cunarder was away first, but Queen 
Faustus rushed to the front, aud making all 
the running won by a head from Cunarder, who 
would have beaten her in another jump. 

Brown Girl was most fancied among the two- 
year-olds. Ella T led directly after the start, 
and keeping in front all the way won galloping 
by five lengths in 49 seconds, beating the Indiana 
record by a quarter of a second. Barnato, a 
good looking son of Bradford and Minerva, beat 
Tom Anderson for the place. 

With Irene Woods scratched, Outgo was an 
odds on favorite for the seven furlongs race. 
He and Ethelleah raced together for the first 
half, when Pearson took second place. In a 
driving finish Pearson won by three-quarters of 
a length, while Revenue who had come very fast 
in the stretch, beat Outgo a head for the place. 

Eloroy was an even money favorite in the 
mile and an eighth. After Otho had led all the 
party to the quarter, Eloroy went to the front, 
and followed by Constant, led into the stretch 
by two lengths. Little Clay worked hard on the 
mare, who responded gamely, and catching Elo- 
roy at the sixteenth pole, she beat him handily 
by a length aud a half. 

Off in front, The Rook made all the running 
in the last race, and in a driving finish beat Lol- 
lie Eastin by a head, with May Fern a close 
third.
